He 
admitted using light'wines with his 
meals, but"-never touched 
strong- li- 
quors except on advice ot his physi- 
cians or'after, great exposure. He 
sayg.he does not smoke nor touch

At the'outset he gave a complete 
biography v of'himself from the time 
he was/horn up to the present day. 
-Cohtinuirigj the colonel said: 
"I rieyer have drunk a cocktail or 
highballiin my. life." 
"With: the "exceptions .hereafter not- 
ed I..never drank -whiskey or brandy 
except •/'under-'the-advice of a physi: 
cian. 
. 
• 
"I don't care for the taste of either. 
I don't smoke and I don't drink beer 
because 1 dislike smoking and dislike 
the taste of.beer. I never have drunk 
whiskey or brandy except when the 
doctor prescribed 
it or possibly on 
some occasion after 
great exposure 
when I was chilled through. It has 
been certainly fifteen or twenty years 


were, guests I drank nothing at lunch 
and often I. drank nothing if there 
were guests. 
If. we diuicl alone . j. 
drank nothing. If we had .guests we 
usually had white ; wine,'but-some- 
times Maderia and:formal dinners we 
had champagne of which I drank 
a 
glass or two. 


. "While at Washington almost all.the 
entertainments 
were at the 
White 
House itself, but each member of the 
cabinet gave a dinner and I believe 
there was always champagne at those 
dinners and I drank a glass or tws 


trip, or in a friend's house. But en 
very hard campaign trips on the ad- 
vice of Surgeon General Rixey and 
recently, of Dr. H.olbroqk, Curtis, who 
attends to my throat in ; connection 
with.these campaign trips, I have fre- 
quently just before going to bed at 
night drunk either, one or two goblets 
of milk "with a teaspoonful of brandy 
to the goblet. If there is more than 
a teaspoonful I dislike the taste and 
don't drink it. ': 
"I freouently drink milk at 
some 
meal during the'day. usually at lunch- 
eon. The brandy which-was used in 
Africa was .never in my own posses- 
sion, and I only took it when, given 
to, me by the doctor. I 'do riot even 
carry a flask of brandy or whiskey 
with m e . 
. - . . . • 
"I used to carry it on my hunting 
trips, ,'biit found that I used it so 
rarely that it was a, nuisance and 
might get broken, 
and,-it has 
been 
some twenty years 
since I 
carried 
.one. 
On my ranch we never 
had 
whiskey. I never made a practice of 
drinking at a bar 
and I don't be- 
lieve that I have ever drunk at a bar 
in twenty 'odd years. I don't believe 
I have been inside a saloon .during 
that' time. 
I. don't 
drink:, between 
meals or except as I have described. 
"On campaign trips I drink nothing 
until as' I have said, when I go ' to 
be'd. I take a goblet or perhaps two 
goblets .of milk with a teaspoonful of 
•brandy to the goblet, finding it rests 
my throat and -makes me sleep well. 
On almost every campaign trip .there 
will be some 
occasion at 
which I 
stop at .a friend^s house when. I will 
drirk a, glass of wine.

On the Cannon 
occasion I remember that one .'of.these 
men was Mr. Sloane. It was the duty 
of the secret service men .to go 'with 
me and.to see me safely back to the 
White House,, but on this occasion as 
Sloane was in Cannon's district and 
had a, number of friends there he did 
not come back 
with 
me, but said 
good-bye at the carriage and returned 
to the .gathering. 


VMr. Loeb, 'however, .returned to the 
White House. 
I was with Mr. New- 
berry,'Mr. Cor.telyou and others while 
there. 
Neither?,on .this occasion nor 
any other occasion did I take a glass 
of whiskey or-brandy or any liquor in 
any form. On this occasion I took a 
sandwich and glass 
of 
champagne 
which I drank standing up. nroposing 
the: health of the speaker'on .his 70th 
birthday."

"No man who knew me ever asked 
me to take any whiskey because they 
knew that under no circumstances did 
I take any, and no man on this oc- 
casion ever .proposed to me to take 
whiskey. Neither while .in the White 
House nor at any other1 time have I 
ever'druhk or taken any kind of Honor 
between1 meals except as described, 
and in the White House I not only did 
not drink whiskey or brandy, but I did 
not know ' where any whiskey or 
brandy'was; 
"Unless I shaved myself I was al- 
ways shaved by Delaney in the room 
between my room and Mr. Loeb's im- 
mediately before luncheon, and never 
on any occasion during the time that 
1 was in the AvTiite House did I touch 
a 'drop of anything during the day 
prior::.to: being shaved. 
"The routine at the White House 
,w,as..as follows: We had..breakfast at 
8:^0 or 8:30,'Mrs; Roosevelt, the chil- 
dren and myself. 
After breakfast if 
.the weather was good. .Mrs. Roosevelt 
and I walked around the White House 
ground for twenty minutes or half an 
hour. I then came over to the. White 
House office and as soon as I reached 
.there-Mr. Loeb came in witlr the mail

New Orleans, La., May 27.—It is 
many years since there has been such 
a marked .division 
of opinion as to 
the future of the cotton crop. This 
y^ar thus far has been a peculiar one 
which presents a variety of apparent- 
ly sound 
arguments ' either 
for or 
against another 
bumper crop. 
Per- 
haps one'of the most effective, argu- 
ments advanced by those interested 
in increasing the. price of last year's 
cotton is that 
three big crop years 
seldom come consecutively. On the 
other hand 'boll 
weevil conditions 
caused very 
early planting over., a 
larger acreage 'than ever before has 
been- set out in the King of Staples. 
In the. eastern belt there has been 
too -little rain and west of the Mis- 
sissippi it has been-too cold. Large 
areas have: had to be replanted and 
there has been 
a shortage of good 
seed-. But even under these adverse 
conditions there are plenty of authori- 
tieswho confidently predict a 16,000,- 
OOO.bale crop.

cationally it is equal to any city of its 
size, but we" should .'not be .content 
with being on a level with the stand- 
ard; our object should be to make 
Edgerton -a',..model,: which . could be 
looked up to, as a pattern by others. 
At present;.the'industrial,' education- 
al and social conditions are at fault; 
this-theme will .be devoted-to suggest- 
ing'remedies-for.-these faults. 
Industrially the town is an extreme- 
ly hard one to alter,' being built up 
entirely for "the "tobacco • trade.'

AY'Ould it be an improvement to our

Other industries 
have proven that they can thrive in 
Edgerton, in spite 
of 
tobacco; but 
time must 
he. taken, 
so that 
the 
investments can .be put into some- 
•thing else gradually, so as to limit the 
amount o£ loss by the change. 
The educational system a^ it now 
exists contains less defects than the 
social or industrial conditions. 
With a few 
annexations 
to the 
present source ol study, an enlarge- 
ment of teaching force, and a slight 
remodeling ot the High school build- 
ing, .the educational course would be 
rendered almost complete. 
One im- 
provement in. the system that would 
be very •helpful would 
be to 
keep 
open the public library-every day. 


• The . city 
has .yet several 
great 
strides" to-make in the way of socialis- 
tic; improvement. The most important 
point-in this move is-'the inventio'h>of 
some scheme, which will 
bring to- 
gether the people ;of-tlie city, to a 
common 
meeting " plaoef" This 
is 
known as the social center movement, 
and;I believe that the meeting place 
should- be the High school, building. 
The various clubs of the city could 
hold their meetings at • the school 
building. 
Some may doubt whether 
the naturalized citizens would really 
care enough to visit the'building. The 
only .nationalities 
of this city that 
speak the foreign languages are the 
German 
and Norewgian. 
As an in- 
centive to these people we might in- 
stall magazines of their language in 
the school building. 
In order 
to 
interest 
the young 
laboring class of the city, I suggest a 
slight-1 alteration of the High school 
building. 
It the gymnamasium was 
enlarged, or an annex built adjoining

' If the citizens

centralized socially in the school, a 
Y. M. C'. A. would not be necessa'iw. 
This statement is not made with any 
intention of discouraging any Y. M. 
C. A. aspirant. 
It would greatly de- 
crease the influence 
of pool - halls, 
etc., upon the growing. characters of 
Edgerton. 


My amount of knowledge concern- 
ing .the question 
of prohibition m 
this city is very limited, but there is 
no Question about the fact that we 
could easily 
get along without the 
presence of saloons. 
This with 
the tobacco industry 
substituted 
by other "industries, the 
educational 
. slightly 
altered, 
the 
school made the social center, and 
the saloon ousted we would probably 
have a near perfect" city. 


Helen Dickenson's na'per was-'wr'it- 
ten on the subject "What the Young 
P.eonle in Edgerton Want." and .would 
really do-credit to" a student of the 
High school. It is given in full be- 
low: 


IE .the pioneers- of this part of the 
country had looked ahead into the 
future and hfid'seen that this was tH" 
'become-a'"ftTty;-they would not haVe- 
been so greedy about -the selling cf 
their property. Otherwise instead 5 
>t.s present low and swampy location, 
Rclgerton might have been situated on 
tire bluffy banks of Rock river, with 
aj,l_- the

advantages that

We should learn a lesson from tlip 
nesrlect of the 
early 
pioneers and 
look ahead into the needs of the fu 
.tnr.e 
generations, 
by 
purchasing 


property to meet, tlie demand of .the 
fast increasing 
population, so that 
when'we need more schools and,pub- 
lic buildings,'they will have the pro- 
per locations. 
We have a picturesque little stream, 
running through our city, .where na- 
ture has provided some of the natural- 
beauties for a park;-so. without any 
great expense 
landscape gardening 


could be used in making an attractive 
place, without the clangers such, as 
they are subject to on the crowded 
streets. ..It would also 
serve 
as a 
place for resting and recreation for 
the laboring people. A fountain with 
fish, and the flowers and shrubbery 
would help to make it attractive and 
also ,amuse the children.
